TORTURE IN PRISON. 


-Russian Authorities Trying to Extort a 


Confession From Sophie Gunszburg. 


MANY PERSONS PERISH OF EXTREME 
COLD IN THE CZAR’S COUNTRY. 


Thirty Persons Frozen to Death—Serious 
Trouble in Madagascar—The Great Rail- 
way Strike in Sootland—Reciprocity Ne- 
gotiations—Taxation of Titles—Foreign 
News. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 24.—Inaletter writ- 
ten from Zurich, a Russian exile charges that 
Sophie Gungburg, the Nihilist, who was con- 
demned to death for being concerned in a plot 
against the life of the Czar, had been sub- 
jected to tortgre in prison, and that her cries 
were heard by other prisoners, who managed 
to make the fact known. The object is sup- 
posed to have been to obtain revelations re- 
garding other accomplices. 

VICTIMS OF THE EXTREME COLD. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 24.—Many persons 
have perished in Russia, owing to the ex- 
treme cold. A party ofthirty were frozen to 
death while crossing a bleak steppe. 

THANKED BY THE CZAR. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 24.—The Oficial Mes- 
senger says the Czar has conveyed tothe Amer- 
ican colony of this city (through the Hon. 
Charles Emery Smith, the United States Min- 
ister) his thanks for their resolutions ex- 
pressing gratitude for the full liberty they 
have enjoyed during the past half century. 
The resolutions were adopted upon the occa- 
sion of the celebration, Dec. 18, of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the establishment here of the 
British and American Congregational 
Charch. 


Scotland’s Great Railway Strike. 

GLASGOW, Dec. 24.—There_are no signs of 
improvement in connection.with the rail- 
road strike in Scotland. Itis estimated that 
about 7,500 men are now out on strike and 
business may be said to be entirely ata stand- 
still. On the North British lines traffic has 
been suspended, while others are 
working in an irregular man- 
ner. The business people resid- 
ing in the suburbs are obliged to walk from 
their out-of-town residences to the city, 
thereby suffering much inconvenience. In 
and about Glasgow the price of coal has 
already advanced seven shillings per ton, 
with the prospect of a still further advance in 
price before long. In addition to the coal 
trouble, which seriously affects the roorer 
classes already, it is said that a gas famine is 
imminent and the police are already taking 
steps to provide a force of special constables 
to guard the city in case the supply of gas 
should give out and the city be plunged 
into total darkness at night. All the 
shipbuilding yards and public works are 
without fuel and they expect to be forced to 
close their doors unless the strike is settled 
within a very short time. Strong detach- 
ments of police are gua 

pots, which are surroun “crowds of | 
strikers accompanied by their wives and 
families, who jeer and laugh at the bungling 
efforts of the railroad porters, lampmen, 
sweepers, clerks and others who have been 
pressed into the service, new to them, of tak- 
ing up and running the few trains which they 
manage to dispatch. 


The Reciprocity Negotiations. 

OTTOWA, Ontario, Dec. 24.—More than or- 
dinary interest ig being manifested by Cana- 
dian politicians in the progress of the reci- 
procity negotiations now goingonatWashing- 
ton between the United States Government 
and Hon. Mr. Bond, representing the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland. As to the precise 
state of the negotiations members of the 
Canadian Government will say little, al- 
though it is well known they are constantly 
apprised by the British Minister, acting under 
instructions from Downing street, of every 
move thatistaken. Canada would undoubt- 
edly suffer in the event of free trade between 
the States and Newfoundland.From the char- 
acteristic energy of the people of the United 
States it is fair to assume thatcapital and en- 
terprise would at once be devoted to the 
working of the Newfoundland fisheries, both 
in-shore and deep sea, withthe result that 
the American demand for Canadian fish 
might be curtailed. Canada has considerable 
trade with Newfoundland, her-exports in 
1890 to that colony amounting to $1,185,739— 
which, by the way,isa decrease of $200,000 
from that of the previous year. Newfound- 
land purchases more of the Canadian manu- 
factured goods than any othe? country, with 
the exception of Great Britain and the 
United States, andit will therefore be seen 
that there is a good prospect for Oanada 
to bring a large portion of this trade in 
event of Mr. Bond’s mission being successful. 
But before a reciprocity treaty is consum- 
mated, if itever reaches that stage, the Ca- 
nadian Government will fle an emphatic 


protest. 
THROWING A BOOMERANG. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 24.—A dispatch to 
the Empire, the Government paper, says: The 
Washingtpn dispatch published in yester- 
day’s papers intimating that Secretary 
Windom is contemplating the withdrawal 
of the United States Consular agents 
at Vancouver, excites yo alarm nere, as the 
stationing of these officials at the point named 
is as great an advantage to United States 
shippers as itis to Canadian roads. Secretary 
Windom may find, if he carries out hisavowed 
intention, that he is throwing a boomerang. 


Serious Trouble in Madagascar. 

Lonpon, Dec. 24.—Advices from Madagas- 
car under date of Nov. 6statethata body of 
Hovas, paid by the Malagasy Premier, have 
pillaged the Catholic missionaries’ premises 
at Aptananarive. Father Mountant was 
wounded while doing his utmost to protect 
the property of the missionary station. In 
addition to this outrage, the Hovas attacked 
the house of the French Vice-President, the 
Comptoir a’Escompte and other prominent 
buildings. These attacks were repulsed by 
the occupants of the buildings referred to. 
The priests and missions were not molested 
by the Hovas. 


The German Communal Bill. 


BERLIN, Dec. 24.—The Reichsanzeiger, an offi- 
cial paper, declares the inability of the Gov- 
ernment to accept the amendments of the 
commission to which the Government’s com- 
munal bill was referred. This confirms the 
threat made by Herr Herrfurth, Minister of 
the Interior, that if the Landtag supported 
the amendments it would be immediately dis-

SEIZED AMERICAN BACON. 

COLOGNE, Dec. 24.—The officials of this city 
have seized a quantity of American bacon 
valued at 60,000 marks and have arrested a 
Dutch merchant who imported the bacon re- 
ferred to. 

PRIVATE PATIENTS SERIOUSLY AFFECTED. 

BERLIN, Dec. %.—All unlicensed sanitari- 
ums, hotels, etc., have been notified by the 
police that consumptivyes and other patients 
suffering from contagious diseases, who may 
be guests of such establishments, must have 
departed therefrom within eight days or the 
places closed. Private patients will be seri- 
ously affected by the enforcement of this 
order. 


Silkworm Raising in France. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The Government has asked 
the Chamber to vote 2,880,000 francs for the 
encouragement of the silkworm raising in- 
dustry in France. 

FORMED A SEPARATE GROUP. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—MM. Laguerre, Laisaint and 
St. Martin, formerly adherents of Gen. Bou- 
langer, have formed a separate group in the 
French Chamber, and will adopt an oppor- 
tunist attitude. 

THE TAXATION OF TITLES. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The committee of the 
French Chamber of Deputies have ‘reported 
against the consideration of the Moreau bill 
for the abolition of taxation of titles. 

TO BE MADE A CARDINAL. 

PARIS, Dec.4.—The Gaulois to-day announces 
that at the next meéting of the Consistory the 
Pope will create Father Monsabre a Cardinal.

Duquercy, who ‘confessed 
to having concealed Padlewski in 
her house after the murder, received a sen- 
tence of two months’ imprisonment. Finally 
Gregoire, who yesterday offered to surrender 
himself to the French Consul at Palermo in 
order that the Consul might send him back to 
France to testify to the fact that he abetted 
in Padlewski’s escape, was sentenced by de- 

fault to imprisonment for eight months. 


The Congo Free State. 

“Tur HAGUE, Dec. 25.—The decision of the 
Dutch Government to sign the agreement 
permitting the Congo Free State to levy an 
import duty of 10 per cent, was, it appears, 
arrived at under the influence of France, 
which country had formerly urged Holland 
not to sign in order to bring about a crisis in 
the finances of the Congo State and compel it 
to sell out to France. One reason forthe 
change of heart is that France is not at pres- 
ent in a financial conditiomto buy the Congo 
State. 


The Pope’s Reply to Austria. 

ROME, Dec. 24.—In reply to a remonstrance 
from the court of Austria againstiutterance by 
church authorities in favor of republican 
government the Pope has stated that he will 
not withhold his apostolic good will from any 
form of government which affords due pro- 
tection to the church in the fulfillment ofits 
mission. 


PREFERS A MONARCH. 
ROME, Dec. 24.—Father Hyacinthe does not 
agree with Cardinal Lavigerie’s language in 
support of republican government on the 
ground thatthe Cardinal quoted asa model 
State the Republic of Kcuador tn South Amer- 
ica, where freedom of worship is not per- 
mitted. Pere Hyacinthe would prefer a mon- 
archy to such a republic. 


Revolutionary Movement in Peru. 

PANAMA, Dec. 15.—Rumors of revolutionary 
movements in Peru have been rife here for 
some time past, and it is known thaton the 
24 inst: a meeting was held in Fort 
Santacalina, outside of Lima, and that 
an effort was made in behalf of ex-Dicta- 
tor Pierrola. The movement was suppressed, 
but at a cost of forty lives. As matters 
stand in Peru, itisnot unlikely that similar 
risings wil] occur at short intervals, the con- 
ditions being entirely favorable. The extreme 
destitution throughout the Republic is largely 
responsible for the unsettled state of affairs. 
Pierrola was recently in Ecquador.

Dr. Caradine’s Attack "on Fraternal 
Societies Severely Condemned. 


HIS POSITION DECLARED TO BE UTTERLY 
UNTENABLE AND UNFAIR. 


Prominent Members of the Various Orders 


Assailed Enter a Strong Protest 
Against Their Societies Being Classed 
With Saloons as a Social Curse— 
Centenary’s Pastor Stirs Upa Cyclone. 


The attack on the fraternal society system 
made by Dr. B. Caradine, pastor of Cente- 
nary M. E. Church, first from the pulpit of 
that church on Sunday lastanda strong inter- 
view given to the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, 
has created a stir in secret society circles and 
is being discussed with heated interest. The 
remarkable fact that such a condemnation of 
the fraternal orders comes in this instance 
from a Protestant instead of a Catholic pulpit 
also serves to add to the sensational nature 
of Dr. Caradine’s latest crusade, and seems 
to cause the scathing arraignment of fra- 
fernal societies as ‘‘a curse second only to 
saloons’’ to receive far more attention than 
had it been made by the Church of Rome as 
in the past. The charge that the social feat- 
ure of such societies had a tendency to draw 
men away from their homes and to cause 
neglect of those sacred duties which a man 
owes to his family, was so worded as to be 
universal ingscope, and to include in its 
sweeping denunciation every form of fra- 
ternal and benevolent orders, from the 
ancient and all-powertul Masonic organiza- 
tions down to the latest council of the latest 
local society. The natural result of this 
has. been to array against the 
bold pastor of Centenary Church 
a solid army of organized opposition, which 
promises to make counter war upon its as- 
sailant in a way which will cause Dr. Cara- 
dine’s crusade to assume national propor- 
tions. 

So general and pronounced has been the in- 
dignant response to Dr. Caradine’s 
attack that his anti-fraternal sO- 
clety movement sprung this morning 
into the position of the leading 
local issue in religious and fraternity circles, 
and the POsT-DISPATCH article of yesterday 
was answered from countless sources. These 
strong expressions of condemnation of Dr. 
Caradine’s position were made as boldly as 
was the original assault of the minister him- 
self, and show the intensity of 
feeling stirred up by the Caradine 
crusade. Stange to say, one ofthe most 
pronounced opposers to Dr. Caradine’s ut- 
terances was Mr. Michael McEnnis, ex- 
President of the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
one ofthe most prominent Catholics in the 
city.

THE SENATE, 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 24.—Mr. Edmunds 
of Vermont, asked unanimous consent for the 
passage of a joint resolution extending until 
July 1, 1891, the period during which the laws 
of Nebraska shall be in force in the Territory 
of Oklahoma. 

Mr. Edmunds explained that the actcre- 
ating the territory placed over it the laws of 
Nebraska until the close of the first session of 
the Territorial Legislature. It had been pre- 
sumed that the Leeislature would enact a 
code of laws, butit had failedto dosoand 
the term of its service would expire to-day. 
If Congress failed toact nowthe Territory 
would be in a state of chaos. 

Mr. Morgan inquired the reason for the 
chaotic condition of the Legislature. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that there was no 

dreason. He believed it to be due tothe 
grant negligence of duty of the persons 
composing that body. 

Mr. Morgan criticised the action of 
the Legislature—the only Republican 
which contained

a colored member. The whole trouble,

Mr. Sherman contended that it was not now 
in order to call up that resolution, except 
upon formal motion.

Scarcity of Time Money Prevents Any | 
General Bulli Movyvements—Chicago 
Stock Market Dull and 


Finances—The 
Few Sales Made—Lead Trusts Strong. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2#4.—A8 was expected, the 
stock mark et showed no activity to-day, and 
the floor of the Stock Exchange bore a dis- 
tinctly holiday appearance, Not for many 
years has the market been so eminently a 
waiting oneas it isat present. There have 
been seasons of inactivity and seasons of 
great depression, Dut never before have 
stocks been brought down to panic prices and 
held there. As a matter of fact, both bulls 
and bears are afraid to meddle with stocks 
under present conditions, as both parties rec- 
ognize the fact that they may be severely 
squeezed if they go beyond their depth. 

OBSTACLES TO AN ADVANCE. 

No great change in prices seems likely to 
take place for some time to come. Large 
owners of stocks have formed a pool to pre- 
vent a decline, stop orders to heavy amounts 
being inthe handsof nearly all the leading 
brokers, and in this the English investors 
have assisted whenevera bear raid is at- 
tempted. These stop orderscheck the fall, 
and heretofore have succeeded in holding 
prices steady. Even greater obstacles present 
themselves when a bull movement is set 
on foot. At the first advance a perfect flood 
of stock comes out, and those working in the 
interest of higher prices are obliged to desist 
to avoid being swamped. There is an im- 
mense amount of stock that will be sold in 
case higher prices prevail. It was bought for 
an unknown, and the owners are experienc- 
ing no little difficulty in carrying it, as solong 
a stagnation is something that was not antici- 
pated. Holders are therefore anxious to sell 
as soon as a profit can be made, and this hag 
had the effect of effectually checking any 
bull movement. The bulls had hoped to make 
a strong effort to push up prices before Christ- 
mas, but this has had to be abandoned, It 
was thought that with the receipts of gold 
from Europe and the strengthening of the 
reserves of the banks that there could be no 
dificulty in obtaining an abundance of time 
loans. 


NO TIME LOANS. 

Such a belief has proved to be erroneous. 
The money has come to New York, 
but it has been sent out again much 
more rapidly than had been anticipated, 
and while there have been some 
time loans, they have been principally dl- 
verted into commercial channels. Until a 
large amount of time money is available, no 
general bull movement can be successfully 
attempted. The continued stringency in this 
department of finance is not occasioned by 
any lack of funds In New York, as the banks 
have an abundance of money, or rather what 
would bean abundance uncer ordinary cir- 
cumstances. The threatening condition of 
affairs in most of theinterior cities, obliges 
New York banks to Keep heavy reserves, 
which can be used to assist out-of-town 
banks that find themselves in difficulties. 


Assistance to the extent of many millions of 
dollars has already been given, and it is ex- 
pected that more will be required. 

CHICAGO FINANCES. 

Chicago has been the principal point to 
which money has been sent. Within the last 
few days the stringency in that city has in- 
creased to an alarming extent, and there 
seem to benosigns of immediate improve- 
ment. There has been a steady stream 
of money from New York to Ohicago 
during the last few days, and 
it isan admitted fact that mre will have to 
be sent. This has stripped Wall street, and 
has had a great effect in preventing an ad- 
vance. 

FIRMS IN DIFFICULTIES. 

The store of Charles R. Lynch, an extensive 
retail boot and shoe dealer of Chicago, was 
closed by the Sheriff this morning in confes- 
sions of judgment aggregating over $21,000. 

Herbert Hammond, assistant cashier of 8. 
A. Kean & Co., telegraphed from Chicago to 
Cincinnati this morning for the arrest of WwW. 
C. Dinwiddie, According to Hammond’s story 
about the middle of November Dinwiddie 
came to Mr. Hammond and obtained money 
on a ortgage of Milwaukee Fam. 
by Wm. D. and Clara F. vis. re 
mond communicated with Mr. Hel 
Notary Public, before whom the acknowled 
ment was taken, and found the papers oor. 
rect. Again to Mr. Hammond came Dinwid- 
die. Thistime he broughta mortgage and 
notes to the order of Mary A. Bennett of Cin- 
cinnati. The mortgage was for $400. Cashier 
Hammond loaned Dinwiddie $50, taking the 
mortyage as collateral whichhe sent tohis 
brother-in-law, A. G. Egeberhardt, to be 
settled.

It was reported that the bank had 
failed and there was a heavy runon the sav- 
ings department by small depositors, but 
business men kept making deposits and confi- 
dence has been restored.

In makingaspeech against an appro- 
priation to erecta monument to some of 
the martyrs of the revolution, Chairman 
CANNON ofthe Appropriations Committee 
warned the House that it had already forced 
an increase of $75,000,000 in the estimates 
after reducing the revenue $60,000,000.

The New Apportionment. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

It seems settled that the new apportionment 
under the census just taken will fix the num- 
ber of Representatives at 356, based on the 
ratio of 178,901 population to each Congress- 
man. This basis is adopted because it does 
not reduce the existing representation of any 
State and it has, besides, the political recom- 
mendation to the majority in Congress of giv- 
ing the greatest advantage to the Republic- 
ans in the fractional Representatives. As- 
suming that this basis of apportionment shall 
be adopted, the Electoral College of 1892 
would have 444 votes, requiring 223 toelect a 
President, of which New York and Pennsyl- 
vania would cast 68, with Illinois following 
with 24 and Ohio nearly abreast with IMinols 
at 23. The States which elected Democratic 
delegations té Congress this year would di- 
vide the new electoral vote as follows: Dem- 
ocratic, 380; Republican, 64.

The Council in the Role of Santa Claus 
Presenting “de Gang’ With the Merz 
Garbage Contract—A Present for Which 
— _" Will Have to Pay Pretty 
early. 


The Council made a vefy pretty Christmas 
gift last night to a company of old and well- 
seasoned lobbyists. The present, it is true, 
consists mostly of slops, plain every day 
slops, such as can be found polluting 
the air’ in any alley, but even 
a slop pile has its silver lining, and having 
the process, the gang says, ‘‘You give the 
slop and we do the rest.’’ The city will pay 
for the present, of course, but.a little thing 
like that don’t disturb the legislators in the 
least, and they had thelr minds made up 
some time ago to show this Ifttle party of 
both active and retired lobbyists that 
favors of the past were not forgotten and 
that harmony in the future was desirable. 

At its regular meeting last night the Council 
by a vote of seven to four approved the con- 
tractofthe ‘‘St. Louls Reduction Oo.’’ for 
the disposal of the garbage of the city. 

The vote on the question of approval was 
follows: 

Yeas—Bensiek, Comfort, Rohan, Hoolan, 
Meier, Metcalfe, Sloan, Vogel and Wal- 
bridge—9. 

Nays—Cole, Ganahl, Horton and Nelson—4. 

The story of this contract is an interesting 
one and shows how nerve and brazen assur- 
ance can set aside thesafeguards of legisla- 
tionand overrun and overturn well-estab- 
lished precedents. 

EARLY AGITATION. 

Back in the early part of the session the 
plans were laid. Ahue and cry was raised 
about the terrible effect of dumping slops in 
the river. The amount of this stuff 
suddenly grew to immense propor- 
tions and endless damage was being 
done. Congress would not improve 
Jefferson Barracks because the garbage which 
floated down from the city was so offensive. 
Then began the sanitary crusade. The legis- 
lators are awaketo the dire necessity of a 
change. The city must be saved at any cost. 
The cost has been incurred, bfit the salvation 
is stilloutof sight. Then the wily workers 
stepped in again with what {s now known as 
the ‘‘Merz’’ process of disposing of garbage. 
Ed Butler, Ed Devoy, John B. Clements,

_ terested, and their influence told. Harry

‘enthusiasm and more nerve, was given the 
active hustling to do, and, todo him justice,

The ordinance reads like a quack medicine 
‘advertisement. ‘‘The only Merz,’’ ‘‘Use no 
other,’’ and ‘‘None genuine without the 
trade-mark, ‘Merz,’’’ sticks out all over 
it. Every other system was shut 
out completely and the ordinance dec 
that no other system but the Mersg should 
could or would be used. .It was all cut and 
dried. The Mayorand Health Commissioner 
were commanded to spend $200 or $200 In ad- 
vertising, and invite the already organ- 
ized and officered to come right tn,and if they 
did not see what they wanted toask for it. 
They did. 

A LITTLE MORE MODESTY. 

A contract drawn up by the St. Louis Re- 
duction Co. was signed by the two officers 
designated and sent to the Council. The dose 
was a little too much, even for the throats of 
the Council, and they did hot have the nerve 
to approve the contract, and the gang was 
given a tip Pl ong > don’task so much.’’ The 

ayor and the Health Commissioner spent 
some more money on advertising while the 
company made ~ a more subdued lookin 
agreement, which in due time was decorate 
with the signatures of Noonan and Dudley. 
In justice to Dr. Dudley, however, it must be 
said his part was passive. The Mayor took 
all the responsibility out of his hands. Al) he 
had to do was to sign and keep his head shut. 

The new contract went tothe Council and 
the legislators worked a bluff, and asa result 
they were again invited to partake of Merz’ 
hospitality. Messrs. Walbridge and Meier 
went. Mr. Walbridge did not want to be un- 
der any obligations to those ple so that it 
could not be afterwards said that when he 
voted he didso with a consciousness of fa- 
vors received.

Fleishman to pay their fares and hotel 
bills, but accept anything they would not. 
They observed the most fine-haired discrimi- 
nation throughout. 

The Junket Committee was disbanded, the 
reports turned in and the Sanitary Commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Metcalfe, Bensiek 
and Sloan, was condemned to read the re- 
ports of the junketers and then report an the 
contract. A pretense of formality 
was made and last night the 
St. Lopis Reduction. Co. was made 
a present, the money value of which is as yet 
undefined. At the cost of the city the mem. 
bers of the Council have squared themselves 
with a company of men who have always had 
more or less influence over municipal legisla- 
tion and poutcen! airs.

turned from the tropics broughta flat bottle, 
of about halfa pint capacity, picked up on 
the beach on the 18th of last month. In this 
bottle was a small rectangular piece of paper 
somewhat stained and very much crumpled, 
on which was written in pencil: 

‘*This bottle was thrown from the steam- 
ship Cephalonia ofthe Ounard Line on Nov. 
24, 1887, by W. CO. Lipper about 400 miles 
Boston. paeeey nding this will 
send it to the Boston newspaters.’’ 

The record shows that the Cephalonia, on 
her voyage from Liverpool, reached Boston 
on Nov. 26, two days after the bottle was 
thrown overboard. Inthe three years’ voy« 
age that the bottle took, it traveled 6,300 miles, ’ 
as far as can be estimated, and judging from 
what is already known of ocean currents it 
would not have been possible for it to 
have floated down the coast around the 
southern part of Florida through the Gulf of 
Biexico, and so on by the west end of Cuba to 
the Yucatan coast. The currents are not 
favorable to that course, so that the only 
route left isto make the circuit of the At- 
lantic and follow the streams as ow run 
east toward the Azores, then taking a turn to 
the southward and when some 1,200 s 
south of our latitude and’ in about 2% or ® 
=e west longtitude, making another turn 
tothe westand south. From this point the 
course would be inclined toward the horthern 
coast of South America and would 
follow that coast until the Centra! 
American coast was reached, where it would 
turn to the north and cross to Yucatan. 
Instead of going quite as far south as the 
South American coast. its journey could be 
shortened by branching off and passing be- 
tween Cuba and Hayti and so north of Jamali- 
ca to the Yucatan coast. It would be of 
great interest ifthe mystery of the bottle’s 
course could solved and the whys and 


wherefores for selecting the course followed 
could be known. The speed de was not 
far from an average of six les per day, 
which, although not that of the ocean grey- 
hound, enabled it to ‘‘ get there all the same.’’

It has been none the less faithfully performed 
because done without compensation. Icon- 
sider it the duty of the profession to defend 
the helpless when injustice is threatened and 
see that justice is done. I have taken 
cases often and have been rewarded with the 
richer fee of knowing that I have acted as 
became a lawyerand a man.

Things went on 
after a fashion until a few days ago, when the 
vestry met and considered the choir prepara- 
tions. Mrs. Cunningham 
were a year, Mrs. 
Bollman, Dierkes, $600, 
and Mr. Hammerstein, the organist, $500. 
The vestrymen compared these prices with 
those paid in other churches and found that 
they were high. They did not want to rt 
with the cholr nor didthey want to offend the 
members by cutting down the pay, so they 
sought about for a means of compromising 
with the choir and the treasury and finally hit 
upon a plan. This plan did notcut down 
the salaries nor do away with thechoir. It 
was simply calculated to get more work from 
the singers. The vestry decided to have the 
choir, in addition to Sunday service, attend 
Wednesday night prayer meeting and sing. 
When this order went forth it aroused all of 
the singers to a pretty pitch, and the ladies 
especially took offense. Mrs. Bollman,already 
dissatisfied with the state of affairs, sent 
in her resignation forthwith, and will not 
next year sing with the choir. 

Mrs. Cunningham waited and then entered 
into negotiations with the Union Methodist 
Church, which will dispose of its choir, and 
in future be content with a preceptor as 
leader. Mrs. Cunningham made terms with 
the Union Methodist Church and then sent in 
her resignation, and with it of course goes 
that of Mr. Cunningham, so that all that is 
left of the choir are Mr. Dierkes and Mr.

He Thinks the Agreement Will Be Short- 
Lived—Story of the Sale of a Road De- 
nied — Kansas Lines Consolidating — 
News of the Rail.

**Gould originated the scheme asthe initial 
aitemptin a big bull movement in railway 
stocks, and if, after being formed, the traffic 
combine only lives three months, it will sub- 
serve Gould’s purpose by having advanced 
prices and enabled him to _ sell such 
stocks as he desires to dispose of. 
With probably the exception of a few months 
in 1884, railway securities are now lower than 
ever before known. 
value in the 
three or four months amounted to $300,000,000. 
Gould’s proposed association, if formed, will 
restore confidence in financial circles and 
raise prices. It cannot be long-lived, in view 
ofthe fate of former Western associations, 
but before its collapse Gould will have bulled 
the market, got an immense profit and, quiet- 
ly sitting on the high financial tide line, will 
watch his purchasers’ investments dragged 
down to something but alittle better than 
present prices. 

‘*Gould occupies the most commanding po- 
sition to-day ofany man, so far as railway 
financtering is concerned. His fortune is es- 
mated to be close on to $100,000,000in railway 
stocks and bonds, and during the recent Wall 
street flurry he is credited with making some 
$25,000,000 by both bearing and buliing the 
market. He has got his fingers into four or 
five big Western railway systems, and sees 
before him the prospect of becoming the rich- 


afew months the traffic policy of Western 
roads and bull their stocks and bonds uptoa 
point where he can unload themandreap a 
fabulous profit of millions. 

‘*‘While Gould may be able to form an asso- 


ciation, it is absurd to belleve that his Central | 


Association can prevent Western roads, 
with all their rivalry and jealousy, from 
building here and throughout the West 
into coveted territory, whose produc- 
tive ssibilities are increasing month by 
month. This fact alone makes the scheme 
impracticable, and, with irreconcilable 
traffic interests add it will be the old story 
over again of the ‘Gentlemen’s Association,’ 

which had an auspicious birth, only soon 
afterwards to be unceremoniously kicked to 
death by the now famous Union Pactific- 

Northwestern alliance. The business of 
Western railroads is so conflicting that four 
associations are required to-day to regulate 
it, with but partial success,and, while ad- 

mitting that Gould’s Central associations are 
subordinate branches I cannot see how Gould 
will be able, even by that plan, to enforce 
harmony for any length of time. The roads 
will continue to struggle for business, and 
unless one man may own themall he cannot 
for any length of time puta stop to discord 
and quiet cutting of rates that always flow 
from a great business rivalry.’

Arcuison, Kan., Dec. %&#.—The directors of 
seven of the twelve railroads in Southern 
and Central Kansas under the control of the 
Gould interests met at the office of General 
Attorney B. P. Waggener in this city Monday 
ssed resolutions authorizing the con- 
solidation of the twelve into one company, to

These streets cover an area of 39,276.25 
acres, or 61.37 square miles. Many of the 
macadam streets were built years agoand 
have never been reconstructed. Occasionally 
some of the old roadbed is dug upand carted 
away, but the custom has been to scoop the 
streets and throw additional macadam on 
the worn portions. This has gone on until 
in many instances the street is fully three 
feet above the established grade. The thor- 
oughfares of St. Louls,no matter what may be 
said by those who criticise them, are the very 
best of any large city in the United States. 
To keep the 271 miles of macadam and Telford 
streets in repair during this fiscal year there 
was appropriatedthe sum of $9,300; this was 
an average of $280 per mile. That this is total- 
ly inadequate is shown by the fact that it has 
cost thus farthis year $2,877.61 per mile to 
keep the following streets ‘in repair: 

Broadway, from Grand avenue to Baden, 
New Manchester and Oid Manchester roads, 
King’s highway. 

Natural Bridge road, from Grand avenue to 
King’s highway. This includes a district con- 
taining 10.52 miles. Im another district it 
costs $744.80 per mile for repairs and removals, 
and in another $823.93 per mile. If the streets 
are not Kept inthorough repair the public 
can understand from this that the Street De- 

partment is not to blame. The money ap- 
—e lated is used economically and made to 

oO service in portions of the city where the 
roadways are fast wearing out. That the 
amount allowed for the work is insufficient 
may be plainly seen from the above figures.

Pulaski County Sheriff that his deputy had not 
been seen, and this morning he received a 
letter giving particulars of Schoenberg’s dis- 
appearance. As told to Chief Walsh by 
Sherif Wehrenberg in his letter, the 
story is to this effect: A dashing 
young book agent who had sojourned 
for some time in Mound City under the name 
of Charles Jamerson, and had been during 
his stay there rather more than demonstra- 
tive in his attentions to femininity in general, 
was arrested ona grave charge at the in- 
stance of a woman whose name was not 
given. Jameson claimed to bein the employ 
of a St. Louis bookseller named Plunket, who 
he said would secure bail for him and furnish 
money with which to defend himself against 
the charge of the woman. HeAvas in the cus- 
tody of Sheriff Wehenberg,who, it appears, is 
one ofthe most accommodating officials in 
this part of the country,as he allowed Jamer- 
son to go to the western State line to see his 
employer. The Sheriff placed him in charge 
of Deputy Schoenberg, who was to conduct 
him to East St. Louis, having instructions 
not to allow him to cross the line into Mis- 
souri.

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BETTING IN ENGLAND. 


A VETERAN TURFMAN DECLARES IT I8 
ON THE DECLINE. 


Enormous Sums Wagered on Races in 
Olden Times—More About Poor Harry 
Johnson’s Death — To-Morrow’s Big 
Foot Ball Game—Other Sporting News. 


There has been recenftjy a great deal of agi- 
tation on'the part of tHe English clergy as to 
whether betting is on the increase or de- 
crease. Bishop and dean say it is increasing. 
John Corlett, of Charifton Court, England, 
in a letter to the London Times says: 

‘*Those who are better acquainted with 
what is going on inthe betting world than 
any bishop or dean could possibly be, can 
testify to the marked falling off in betting 
that has taken place during the last twenty 
years. I can call to mind eight orten men 
who annually made books extending from 
£10,000 to £50,000 each on the Derby 
—indeed, in the year 1856, the late Mr. 
Davis laid Mr. Clark £100,008 to £1,000 
against each of the three horses he had 
in that race. The combined books of 
allthe members ofthe Tattersalls over the 
late Derby probably did not amountto what 
was laid by one man in 1856. At the present 
moment not £10,000 has been wagered on the 
Derby of next year. The sportingand other 
journals will be searched in vain for bets that 
have been made on the Derby; but thirty 
years ago before this time a quarter of a mil- 
lion sterling would have been at issue on the 
race. The same with the Chester Cup, on 
which £100,000 would be risked long before 
Christmas had turned. What, too, has be- 
come of the heavy betting that used totake 
place for months beforehand on 
such races as the Post Stakes 
dnd Claret Stakes, the Northamptonshire 
Stakes, the Ebor Handicap, the great Metro- 
politan, the Somersetshire Stakes, the Liver- 
pool Summer Cup, the Leamington Stakes, 
etc.? Where £10 could be won on those races 
now, £100 could have been wontwenty years 
ago. Nor has any equally heavy betting race 
sprung up totaketheir place. It was stated 
in the 7imes on the morning after the Derby 
of 1860 that the winnings of the late Mr. Merry 
on Thormanby amounted to £100,000. On 
Macaroni, in 1863, the winnings were equally 
large, and fabulous sums changed hands over 
Hermit in 1867. Knowing the turf as wellasIdo, 
I have no hesitation in saying that during the 


last ten years no one man has won as much 
as £20,000 on the Derby. The Cesarewitch 
and Cambridgeshire are now the heaviest 
betting races, but how meager was the wager- 
ing on the Cesarewitch this year as compared 
with what it was in 1866, when the late Lord 
Hastings and his friends were computed.to 
have taken £200,000 out of the ring with Lec- 
turer. The betting rooms at Newmarket in 
those days were crowded, and I was eye- 
witness of the late ’Squire Heathcote’s back- 
ing his mare, Dubiety, to win £70,000 without 
moving her a point in the betting—a thing 
that nowadays would be impossible.’’

THE NOTED METAL MADE FROM AMER- 
ICAN RAW MATERIAL. 


Congressman Niedringhaus Thinks He 
Has Solved a Great Problem—What 
the McKinley Bill Did—Necessity the 
Mother of Invention. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 24.—A Chattanooga 
special says: Tin plate has been made in St. 
Louis by the Granite Iron Rolling Mills, the 
sheet to be crated having been rolled from 
the basic steel made by the Southern Iron Co. 
ofthis city from cheap Southern ores mined 
in this vicinity. The St. Louls men write 
that they are delighted with the material. It 
is excellent for the purpose and they propose 
touseit steadily. Tin plate from Chatta- 
nooga steel means making the finished article 
here in due time. 


The granite iron rolling mills mentioned in 
the telegram are the St. Louis Stamping 
Works on Second street and Cass avenue. The 
gentlemen in charge this morning corrorob- 
orated the statement in the telegram that 
they had made tin plate at their works on 
Second and Destrehan streets from 
the basic steel made by the Southern 
Iron Co. of Chattanooga. a is 
true,’’ said the gentleman, **that 


we have made tin plate from the material 
Stated in the paper and that we are well 
satisfied withit, but we can’t say, as your 
telegram does, that we intend to contines the 
manufacture of it, as what we have already 
done is more in the way of an experiment. 
can’t say whether it will con- 
satisfactory or not, but 
that so far we are very 
well satisfied and shall continue experiment- 
ing. A Pittsburg rolling mill experimented 
in the same way about a year Ago, and 
turned out a good product, I believe, and 
with that exception our work 1s the first in 
the tin- plate line in this country.’ 
M’KINLEY BILL DID IT 

It seems that Congressman Niedringhaus 
was induced by the McKinley tariff bill to 
make the experiments that have resulted so 
satisfactorily, and if he can make the 
tin-plate needed for his stamping works 
more onary than hecan buyit in y~5 2 
he will probably increase the capacity of - 
rolling mill on Destrehan street and turn ou 
American tin plate by the wholesale. 

His experiments will be watched with a 
great dealof interest by the iron and tin 
manufacturers of the whole country, as Also 
by the owners of the iron mines 
in this State andin Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama.
